1 have been advised by Tom that we want to proceed with the access control for the pedestrian gate. Attached is 
the type of gate hardware that our security contractor is proposing for the gate. It allows for key override and it 
looks like there is not much work required to attach it to the existing gate. It would be set up so the members 
can card in and card out with creative positioning of the card reader. I don't think any modifications are required 
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to the gate or fence other than removing the current latch but I will confirm this with the security contractor.
